ANOTHER LRGAL MUDDLE. 



The taiiglo into wliicli tin- lUiuim-y- 
iicncral has by liis most recent move 
brougiit legiil' matters in the province 
eclipses all jirevious elTorta in the same 
direction. Tlie reader will bo inclined 
to discredit this statement when lu- calls 
to mind tlie many bulls heretofore com- 
mitted whicb, in some instancps, ii;ive 
(ieluced the country in blood, and the 
efl'ecis of which tinancially hiive been 
ruinous to the public exchequer. Space 
will not allow of more than a jiassing 
reference to the UssiiLH and ICki.i.y 
murders and the liascoibiil fol lowed; the 
failures of juHiice in the cases ni '-'I'iim" 
An'derson- and the Poole traj;<-dy . t he 
JENKixsoN murder, caused by otiicial 
neglect, to say nothing ab'out the dis- 
allowance at Ottawa of more measures 
than have been disallowed for the eoin 
biued provinces since confodeiiiUon ; 
the ignominious collapse of tbe Chineso 
Tax Bill, the Lien Law, the Cariboo 
Roud Toils Act ; and, in Jine, the di.s 
aater which has met almost every k>!,';d 
effort of the present government. Tlie 
Better Administration of Justice Act, 
1878, had for its object llie .strongihen 
ing of chojudiciary of the i)i-o\-iiice liy 
the formation of a bench of live judgcb, 
so that ready resort niixbt be bad to 
this tribunal from the decision of an 
individual judge. The government, as 
■we shall presently point out, have, in 
place of currying out the olijet ts of the 
act, inaugurated a slato of things far 
worse than tho supposed evil which 
prompted thebill. They havepracticiUly 
rendered the decision of any single judge 
absolute without any right of appeal. 
Thus it is that in the case of Walkfji 
va. tho Bank of British North America, 
decided a few days since by the Chief 
Justice adversely to the bank, tho de- 
fendants could obtain un appeal only by 
tho grace of their adversaries, and that 
grantnd upon the terms of their paying 
$1000 and taxed costs. The Exchequer 
Court of Canada, to which appeals lie 
from the provinces, sits three times a 
year, viz: January, June and October. 
Ah appeal to thi.s Court lies only from 
the dnul Court of Just resort in the 
province ; in this cute from the full 
tiench. Xow tho government at the 
last session of the local House 
introduced and carried througii an act 
10 carry out tin.' olijecia of the F.etter 
Administration of Justice Aci, 1878, 
the iSih and 29th .v_-ctiop.s of which ex- 
act thill the Supreme Court of the pro- 
vince .shall be held before n.it less than 
iiirec )uages anci suuii sit d.m.i u.-.i..i-, a 

YEAR, and that such couii, sub- 
ject to rules to bo made by the 
government, may sit in appeal 
on such judgments and decisions 
of a sinxlo judge as may be specitied in 
such rules. There was but one redeeming 
feature in this most mischievous act 
and that was a chuiso suspending its 
operation until prorlairned by ths trov- 
ernmeiit — ihe IJouse, no douijt, repos- 
ing confidence in the government fram- 
ing rules of court before putting the 
act into operation, which would limit 
the mischievous provisions of the act 
and avoid injustice antl confusion. The 
last soasion of the provincial Supreme 
Court was held a little over a month 
ago, and immediately afterwards, with- 
out a note of warning or preparation of 
a single rule, the provisions of tho Act 
of 1881 were put into active operation. 
Tho efl'ect of this is that no matter can 
bo appealed to the full court becau.se 
the act allowing a])peal confines it to 
such cases as orders of court sliall des- 
ignate, and no orders have been made 
clarifying the sulijeets in respect of 
which appeals may be had. From all 
appearance the orders lift vcr willbo made 
until some one qualified to do so has au- 
thority to frame tlit-ui. Furthermore, 
the last session of the court having tak- 
en place a month ago, no session can 
now be held for eleven months to come, 
and the right of apjieal to Ottawa is 
barred until the provincial court.s are 
exhausted. Con.^equently it is that, as 
before mentioned, tin; bank bad to buy 
an appeal from tlieir adversaries for 
51000 and ta.xed costs, which will pro- 
bably amount to 61000 or .S1500 more. 
The parties in other cases in which vast 
interestij are at stake have tho 
door of justice slaiimied in their [ 
faces, and should a criminal coiivi-tion : 
take place tho vululity of which should | 
be called in quosLloo, eleven month.s I 
must elapse beforo tho convict can 
bring his case into court, with no cer- 
tainty of a hearing then unless some 
one competent on that behalf had 
framed a rulo sutBcient to meet his 
case. The ill efl'i'Cts of so unfortu- 
nate a condition of things can sciircely 
be enlarged upon. The entire legal 
Eyateiu of tho province is in a grand 
muddle from which tho judges have 
striven in vain to extricate it. To hide 
his own and the blunders of his subor- 
dinates tho attorney general has en- 
deavored to create the impression that 
the judiciary arc alone to blame for 
the inoperativeness of the local laws; 
but the disallowance of a large number 
of provincial bills at Ottawa has opened 
the eyes of the country to the real 
culprits. Years ago it wa» remarked 
in these columns that if the "better ad- 
ministration of justice" WHS desirable, 
reformation must begin in thn attor- 
ney general's department. It is in 
that department that all the expensive 
blunders have originated. The judi- 
ciary are honest, painstaking, and in- 
telligent, and they have been very 
patient in trying to reconcile the badly 
drawn laws of the province with the 
constitutional powers of the legislature. 
But their work lias proved of little or 
no avail; and day by day the convic- 
tion is growing in the public mind that 
not ftlone is a speedy change in the 



/)!r/>o/i)it''of the government desiriible, 
but tii:U ilir injection of a larger re- 
presentation of legal men in the legis- 
lature will ofler the only practical 
security' for tbo passage of laws that 
will run the gauntlet of the local courts 
and the privy council at Ottawa. 

THE RECENT RAILWA Y 
MURDER. 

The perpetrator of the horrible mur- 
der in a carriage on the London and 
Brighton railway is now in custody and 
baa made a full confession. His object 
was robbery. The victim made a stout 
defence, but was cut and hackeil until 
powerless and was then tumbled out 
upon tho track, wIu.tp the body was 
afterwards found. The circumstances 
of this murd(;r are similar to that for 
which MfLLEK was hanged in 1869. 
MuLLER entered a first-class railway 
compartment on tho North London 
railway, in which was seated a gentle- 
man named Buigc.s, who wore a very 
handsome gold chain. The chain 
arouseil Mullek'.s cupidity, and covet- 
ousness suggested murder. In a mo- 
ment iSlr. BRiaaa was killed, his chain, 
watch and money taken from him, and 
his body thrown out of the compart- 
ment on to tho railway track. IMl'LLER 
escaped to America, ljut was captured 
at New York Just as ho stepped out of 
the steamer, imagining that in tho land 
of the free retribution could not over 
take him. Ho was taken by tho next 
.Stoainor Iiack to London, where ho was 
Lritnl, .convicted atnl hanged. Tho 
whole trouble seems to lie in tho archi- 
tecture of the cars. 'IVavellers are 
boxetl ui) in littlo compartments like 
horse stalls, and tho chances are that a 
jierson on entering a car will find that 
his only companion is either a madman 
or a murderer. The Toronto Mail thinks 
that Knglish railway managers will yet 
have to adopt the American car. 

THE IHI.^Il QUK.^iriOK. 

The London Tnne^, referring to 
Gladstos'i:',s refusal to consent to the 
amendment empowering the Court to 
interfere in the terms of existing cases, 
says we are forcibly reminded by the 
Irish census that at the time when tho 
Irish agitators surpass themselves in 
boastful insolence wo have irrefragable 
proof that tho section of the Irish 
which is disallecteil towards tho Eng- 
lisn government, namely Catholics, is 
diminishing in political importance and 
material strength. It is probable that 
they will continue to decline ob.solutely 
as well as relatively to the pof)ulation 
of Orcat Britain. It nray reasonably 
be asked whether this fraction of the 
population have tho means of coercing 
oiher loyal subjects.

Even here evidences of civilization 
began to manifest tlipmsclves. Cattle 
trails were numerous through the wood, 
and two of our party canin across a 
drove. They appeared to be rather 
wild as they formed themselves into a 
ring with the smaller ones in the cen- 
tre, and thus assumed the offensive. 
Their movements a])peared to have 
been [lerformed with military jirecision. 
In this way they are said to successful- 
ly r esist the attack of a larao pack of 
wolves. The next morning, Juno 27t.h, 
we again started on our way. Mvjjer- 
ienced a slight head wind, but by keep- 
ing clo!;(! to the sboru were able to make 
considerable headway. In a couple of 
hours arrived oil the

wlicri; wr landed for a few minutes. 
The land in the vicinity is good and 
needs only tho care and attention which 
the industrious farmer knows now to 
bestow to convert it into a productive 
garden. Our stay at this place was 
considerably shortonod by a change of the 
wind which veereil rounil to the South. 
Wq hoisted sail and made very rapid 
progress until we reached Bayues Sound 
where wo made another halt on the 
shore of 

DENMAX LSLAND 

For dinner. Now it, camo to i).ass just 
as we had lighted a fire that a certain 
man from a country called Comox came 
along the beach. He was a surveyor 
by profession and being well acquaiiu- 
od with the country and of a very com 
riiunicative dispo.sition told us all he 
Kiicw, Uo told us of the snakes of 
.M ii tenach, of the wolves, the deer and 
panthers which infest the wilds of 
Cortes. Nor yot did ho allow us to 
depart till he had magnified tho dan- 
gers of the deep. Ho told us of the 
rocks off Capo Lazo, and the dreadful 
hurricane which, sweeping down from 
Bute Inla'., would lash the sea into such 
a terrible foam that even the Saanich 
Belle could not weather it in safety. 
Neither did he omit to tell us of the 
fearful whirl eddies, and tiderijjs which 
beset our path. At length, when an 
end was made of speaking, wa departed 
on our way fully persuaded that should 
we b(; fortunate enough to escape the 
perils of the di;ep we could not fail to 
fall a prey to the ravenous cannibalistic 
propensities of the wild and savage 
denizens of Cortes. We arrived with- 
out further incident at 

OOOSE SPIT 

Where we camped for the night. 'i"he 
most interebtiiig feature of this jjlace 
was an ancient liulian burying ground. 
A large war canoo in the last stages of 
decay and a uoodcn imago are almost 
the sole monuments whicb have sur- 
vived the lapse of time and still mark 
this as being tho last resting-place of 
the remains of the aboriginal inluibi - 
tanta of Comox. Opposite this spit 
and about a mile distant are tho wharf 
and village of Coinox. Tho village 
which consists of an hotel, two stores 
and several reapectableresidences forms 



the nucleus and head-centro of a new 
but flourishing farming district. Wc 
saw a largo quantity of white pine tim- 
ber being piled up on the wharf jirepar- 
atory to shipmeiit to ^'ict(5ria for the 
match factoi-y. During tho night there 
was a heavy fall of rain, but it ehiarcil 
up a little in the morning and we again 
set out on our voyage. Aftcir rowing 
about four miles came to Capo Lazo. A 
heavy wind then sprang up from (lie 
West and we consequently camped 
just around the capo where wo remained 
till after dinner when, with the change 
of tho wind to the east, wo pursued our 
course. By evening we succeeded in 
reaching a point a few miles from Oys- 
ter Bar and maile an attempt to cross 
over to ;\rittenacli, but were oblig'd to 
put b.ack owing to stress of weather. 
On the following morning, .lune i'Otli, 
wo renewed tho attempt, but with no 
better succes.s. The third time, howev- 
er, proved succo.ssful and by dent of 
hard rowing we reached tho land of 
Snake's about 1 o'clock p.m. After 
dinner a.s soon as we had taken our 
bearings we started for 

COIll'KS LSLA.Sl) 

where we arrived safely, oarly in tin- 
evening, antl cam[)ed on the boacli in 
Gorge Harbor. During tho night the 
aoranaiubiilistic propensitie.s of our 
friend "tho long fellow" developed 
themselves in a most extraordinary 
manner. Ho appears to liavo been be 
longing under the hallucination that 
water was coming into the lent and was 
about to flood us out. Acting under 
some strange iinpuiso (jf tlio kind hi' 
crept cautiously out of the tent ilurinu' 
his sleep, at the same tinin calling luud 
ly on all hands to turn out and man 
the boat. .\t this interesting state of 
allairs, as he was /jroping his wav 
along on his hands and knees, his peilal 
extremity came abruptly in contact 
wilh a sharp rock which roused him 
from his slumbers. Ho thon looked 
quietly around, took in tho situation, 
and crawled back into bed. Tho next 
day we sjient in prospecting the island 
and shooting deer, which, by the way, 
were very plentiful. Ascended a moun- 
tain eight hundred feet high from the 
summit of which we commanded a fine 
view. TliC whole isl.aiid is open and 
]iark-like with trees scattered hero and 
there. Although the soil is very tlnn 
and consequently not suitable for agri 
cultural purposes it is nevertheless em 
inently adajited for crazing. Tho same 
remarks apjily to many of the nuiiier 
ous islands noi'th of the Gulf of Geor- 
gia, (.'ombiii.'d, ilicv form an almost 
illin;itable range for sheep, and consid- 
ering that this branch of farming i.s the 
most profitable, their importance in the 
near future can scarcely be over esti- 
mated. Alpha.

Thvksuay, July 14. 

Marvin w. Whitford.-— Tho judgment 
of the full court, consisting of Begbio, U. 
J., and Crease, McCreight and Robert- 
son, J. J., was delivered by Mr. Justice 
Crease. The plaintiflfhad sued defendant 
for goods aoltl and delivered. The de- 
fendant had pleaded amongst other de- 
fences that of the statute of limitations. 
Tho plaintiff replied that tho defendant's 
return to this province wa.s utterly trans- 
itory, occurred in a remote portion of tlie 
province (Fort Simpson and Naas river) 
and was for a. period less than 24 Iiours 
and that plaintiff had no opportunity of 
serving process. 

The defendant demurred to this plead 
ing and tho court w.is of opinion that the 
demurrer must be sustained. The ([ues- 
tion turned on the construction of the 
statutvB of James and Anno and had been 
decided in tho case of Gregory m. Ilarrill, 
1 Brighani and 5 Barnowall w. Cress- 
well. In that case tho defendant's return 
bad bean OB illusory aa in the present case, 
he having only landed at Deal to post a 
letter, and yet tho Court of King's Bencli j 
had held that to bo a sutlicient return to 
set tho statute in operation. Tho Amori- | 
can cases wore of little assistance, as they | 
depended upon the atatutcs of each par- 
ticular state (AneoU on limitations). Those 
statutes were widely difl'oront from our 
own and if in force here might have met 
tho present case. As it was the court 
could only follow the law of the country 
and would, therefore, pronounce judg- 
ment sustaining the demurrer.

His plan of operation was to 
write say from Brockville to a certain 
number of students, obtain their money, 
forward the papers, and then changing 
his name operate in another town. As a 
matter of fact ho haa operated in nearly 
every town from Brockville to London. 
Tho papers supplied for money were of 
course bogus. As soon as detinito infor- 
mation W.IS obtained tho matter was en- 
trusted to tlie Ontario Government de- 
tective, Mr. J. W. Murray, who at once 
took steps to discover and arrest the cul- 
prit. It became known to Mr. Murray 
that recently the swindler wrote letters to 
three students in Brantford offering to 
supply them with the papers on the pay- 
ment uf a certain sum forwarded by mail 
to Dion .S. Fielding (an assumed name) at 
Wood.'tock. During tho past fev- days 
he was traced to Paris, from whence he 
ojierated under tho name of Alonzo S. 
Tooko. Letters addressed to him under 
that nanif were received at the otHco. 
On Monday he came into the Tans post- 
office and en()uircd for a letter ilddrcsaod 
as defined. Tlie letter was handed to him. 
Detective Murray, who w.i.s inside tho 
postoffice, then siejiped out and followed 
Tooko a short distance and requested 
him to return to tho postoffice. Tooko 
protested — ho w.-us very indignant. Ho 
said he was a gentleman, and detective 
Murray had better be very careful uliat 
he Wim doing. His protestations were of 
no avail. Ho was searched, and then for- 
mally arrestfd. Ml- was taken to 
Brantford last niglit, and this morning 
brought before Mr. Weymos, tho Magis- 
trate. Tho charge was preferred and 
preliminary evidence submitted. No de- 
tailed evidence waa entered into, tus tho 
prisoner pleaded guilty. Thu Magistrate 
reserved judgment.
